Abortion pill used

Roughly a fourth of American 
women getting early abortions 
last year did so with drugs 
rather than surgery, statistics 
show, as a new study reported 
improved safety in using the 
so-called “abortion pill.” 

Some experts predict the 
percentage of such “medical 
abortions,” which offer 
more privacy than surgical 
termination at an abortion 
clinic or hospital, will rise 
even more due to the new 
study. 

The research, done at Planned 
Parenthood clinics across the 
country, shows that a new 
way of giving pills to induce 
abortion virtually eliminated 
the risk for a rare but dangerous 
infection. 

“This is the first really huge 
documentation of how safe 
and effective medical abortion 
is,” said Dr. Beverly Winikoff, 
a professor of family health 
and population at Columbia 
University. “The technology is 
very good and very well used 
in this country, and probably 
will be used more and more.” 
Two pills are used to induce 
an abortion. 

The primary drug, Mifeprex, 
was first approved in the U.S. 
in 2000. Use has risen steadily, 
even though manufacturer 
Danco Laboratories LLC of 
New York hasn’t promoted 
it and the drug can only 
be obtained at a clinic or 
doctor’s office, not through 
a pharmacy. Sales rose 16.5 
percent last year, when about 
184,000 American women 
used Mifeprex. 

Medical abortions now 
account for about a quarter of 
early abortions, according to 
company spokeswoman Abby 
Long. At Planned Parenthood, 
the biggest provider of medical 
abortions, they amount to 32 
percent of early terminations. 
The group’s study analyzed 
medical abortions at Planned 
Parenthood centers between 
2005 and mid-2008 — about 
228,000 cases. It found the 
abortion pill was about 98.5 
percent effective and that 
changes in how the drugs were 
given reduced risk of a serious 
infection from barely 1 in 
1,000 cases to 0.06 in 1,000. 
The results are reported in 


Thursday’s New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

The procedure, which works 
during the first nine weeks 
of pregnancy, involves 
swallowing Mifeprex, known 
chemically as mifepristone, at 
a doctor’s office. Originally 
known as RU-486, the pill 
causes an embryo to detach 
from the uterine wall. A 
second pill, misoprostol, is 
used 24 to 48 hours later to 
cause contractions and push 
the embryo out of the uterus. 
These drugs are different from 
Plan B, which is taken within 
a couple days of contraceptive 
failure or unprotected sex 
to prevent pregnancy from 
occurring. 

Originally, the procedure 
involved inserting the 
misoprostol pill into the vagina 
where the medicine was 
absorbed. But by the end of 
2005, four American women 
and one Canadian had died 
of a rare bacterial infection 
afterward, spurring concern 
among providers and criticism 
by abortion opponents. 

So in April 2006, Planned 
Parenthood told its 300 clinics 
offering the procedure to 
instead have patients put the 
misoprostol pill in their mouth 
and let it dissolve. 

Some clinics also began 
providing a week’s course of 
antibiotics to avoid infection; 
the others tested women and 
treated any with sexually 
transmitted diseases. In 2008, 
all the clinics started giving 
patients antibiotics. 

“We decided we needed to 
make a safe procedure even 
safer,” said the study’s lead 
researcher, nurse practitioner 
Mary Fjerstad. 

By the study’s last six months, 
serious infections had declined 
to one-16th of the original 
rate. 

“I think that providers are 
going to be pretty impressed 
with the data,” said Dr. Beth 
Jordan, medical director of the 
Association of Reproductive 
Health Professionals, which 
plans to highlight the findings 
to doctors, nurse practitioners 
and pharmacists at its annual 
meeting in September. 

Given that 87 percent of U.S. 
counties have no abortion 
provider, Jordan said the 
findings might encourage 
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in a quarter of US abortions

some primary care doctors to 
offer abortion using the pills. 
“But I don’t think it’s going 
to open the floodgates,” she 
said. 

In October, the National 
Abortion F ederation, 

representing 400 centers 
that provide more than half 
of abortions in the U.S. and 
Canada, will review the 
findings and decide whether 
to make changes accordingly. 
Federation President Vicki 
Saporta said current guidelines 
allow putting misoprostol 
in the cheek to dissolve, 
swallowing it, or inserting 
it in the vagina, which more 
than a third of her member 
clinics do. 

Saporta said abortion 
opponents “have been 
misleading people into 
thinking that medical abortion 


is unsafe,” but the study proves 
the procedure is safe. The cost 
is $400, only slightly less than 
the median cost for an early 
term surgical abortion. 

Since approval in 2000, 


there have been six deaths 
from sepsis, a bloodstream 
infection, among the more than 
1.1 million American women 
who have used Mifeprex, most 
recently one in July 2007.

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Anxiety over economic recovery weighs on stocks

NEW YORK - Investors 
can’t shake their worries that 
economy won’t be able to 
lock in a recovery by the end 
of the year. 

Stocks finished mostly lower 
after zigzagging Wednesday 
as a mixed outlook on 
the economy from the 
International Monetary Fund 
and falling commodity prices 
added to a downbeat mood. 
Another tumble in oil prices 
dragged energy shares lower 
and reflected concerns that 
demand for resources will 
remain weak as the economy 
struggles. 

Stocks drew some support 
from a strong auction of 
10-year Treasury notes. 
That helped allay one of 
the market’s recent worries, 
that the government would 
have trouble finding enough 
buyers for the massive

amount of debt it’s issuing. 
Investors also flocked to the 
safety of government debt 
because they are worried 
about the economy. 

After sending stocks soaring 
this spring on the belief that 
the economy was turning 
around, investors have put 
their buying on hold since 
mid-June as several pieces of 
disappointing economic data 
eroded the case for a quick 
recovery. 

“There’s nothing to get 
people to jump into the 
market,” said Kurt Karl, 
chief U.S. economist at 
Swiss Re. “Nothing to get 
them excited.” 

The market has already 
digested the most recent batch 
of economic news, including 
worse-than-expected 
reports on employment 
and manufacturing, and is 
becoming anxious ahead 
of second-quarter earnings 


season and the forecasts from 
companies that are sure to be 
the next big test for stocks. 
More stocks fell than rose on 
theNewYork StockExchange 
but major indicators ended 
mixed. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow Jones 
industrials rose 14.81, or 0.2 
percent, to 8,178.41. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 1.47, 
or 0.2 percent, to 879.56 and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 1.00, or 0.1 percent, to 
1,747.17. Both the Dow and 
S&P 500 hit levels not seen 
since May 1. 

Many analysts say a 
recovery is indeed on its way 
— investors just need to be 
more realistic about its pace. 
“At least for the first year of 
the expansion we’re likely 
to see quite anemic growth,” 
said Avery Shenfeld, chief 
economist at CIBC World 
Markets. “The message is to 
be patient. The broader rise in 
equities that we’ve seen since 
the spring will eventually 
prove to be warranted.” 

The IMF said Wednesday it 
expects the world economy 
to shrink by 1.4 percent in 
2009, slightly worse than 
its earlier estimate of 1.3 
percent. But it boosted its 
estimate for global economic 
growth in 2010 to 2.5 percent, 
up from its April projection 
of 1.9 percent. 

Meanwhile, oil prices fell for 


a sixth straight day, dropping 
$2.79 to settle at $60.14 a 
barrel, tumbling sharply 
from an eight-month high of 
$73 in just one week. 

The falling price of oil has 
contributed to selling on 
world exchanges over the 
past week. On Tuesday, the 
major U.S. indexes lost at 
least 2 percent, including the 
Dow, which fell 161 points. 
Both the Dow and the S&P 
500 have shed 7 percent since 
their recent highs on June 12. 
Though the weak volume that 
has marked trading in recent 
weeks shows little conviction 
behind the selling, analysts 
say the market is at risk for a 
further pullback if it doesn’t 
soon get the good news it’s 
looking for. 

“This is a wave of 
realization,” Karl said. “We 
were pretty excited there 
for awhile and things were 
just quite a bit ahead of the 
actual fundamentals of the 
economy.” 

Analysts note that investors 
have been shifting money out 
of industries they had sent 
sharply higher this spring, 
like financials and energy, 
and moving into more 
defensive areas like health 
care and consumer staples. 
News from a summit of 
world leaders Wednesday 
reinforced the notion that the 
global economy is still shaky. 
According to a draft of the 
Group of Eight statement. 


the officials said they have 
seen signs of stabilization 
but that it is too early to 
begin rolling back massive 
stimulus efforts. 

In other signs of investor 
unease, bond prices and the 
dollar both rose sharply. 
Following the successful 
bond auction, the price of the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note jumped about a point, 
pushing its yield down 
sharply to 3.30 percent from 
3.46 percent late Tuesday. 
That marks the lowest level 
for the 10-year yield since 
May 20. 

Treasury yields have 
softened in recent weeks 
after spiking in early June to 
an eight-month high of 4.01 
percent. The drop in long¬ 
term yields since then is 
good for consumers because 
yields are closely tied to 
interest rates on mortgages 
and other consumer loans. 
The dollar mostly rose against 
other major currencies, while 
gold prices fell. 

About two stocks fell for 
every one that rose on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 1.4 
billion shares compared with 
1.1 billion Tuesday. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 4.57, 
or 1 percent, to 479.68. 
Japan’s Nikkei stock average 
fell 2.4 percent. Britain’s 
FTSE 100 index fell 1.1 
percent, Germany’s DAX 
lost 0.6 percent and France’s

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Fed: Consumers trim borrowing by $3.2B in May

WASHINGTON - Consumers 
trimmed borrowing in May 
for the fourth straight month 
as the recession took another 
bite out of investments and 
drove unemployment higher. 
Many economists predict that 
consumers will stay cautious 
in the months ahead, boding 
for a lethargic recovery if the 
downturn ends later this year 
as many expect. 

The Federal Reserve said 
Wednesday that consumer 
credit fell at an annual rate of 
1.5 percent, or by $3.2 billion, 
from April. Economists 
expected a deeper cut of $9.5 
billion. But the new figures 
still mark the latest move by 
consumers to curb borrowing, 
pay down debt and strengthen 
household budgets. Americans 
have been spending less and 
saving more to cope with the 
recession, which started in 
December 2007 and is the 
longest since World War II. 
The savings rate jumped 
to 6.9 percent in May, the 
highest since December 1993. 
The amount of money saved 
— $768.8 billion — was the 
most on records that started in 
January 1959, the government 
recently reported. 


“Once consumers feel a little 
safer about the economy and 
their own jobs, they’re going 
to spend some of that savings,” 
predicted John Canally, 
economist at LPL Financial, 
adding that he doesn’t see 
recent changes in consumer 
behavior “torpedoing the 
recovery.” 

Revised data released 
Wednesday showed consumers 
ratcheted back borrowing at a 
7.8 percent pace in April, or 
by $16.5 billion. That was a 
bigger cut than first reported 
and the largest — in dollar 
terms — on records dating to 
1943. The $15.6 billion drop 
in March was slightly less 
than previously reported, but 
the second largest tally ever. 
The four straight monthly 
declines mark the longest 
stretch of pullbacks since 
consumer borrowing fell for 
seven consecutive months 
from June through December 
1991. The Fed’s measure of 
consumer borrowing does not 
include debt secured by real 
estate, such as mortgages or 
home equity loans. 

In May, consumers’ appetite 
for revolving credit, primarily 
credit cards, declined at a 
rate of 3.7 percent, or by $2.9 
billion. That followed a a 11.1 
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percent annualized drop in 
April, or $8.7 billion. 

Demand for non-revolving 
credit used to finance cars, 
vacations, education and 
other things dipped at a 0.3 
percent pace in May, or by 
$367 million. That came 
after consumers sliced such 
borrowing at a 5.9 percent 
pace in April, or $7.8 billion. 
Americans’ net worth shrunk 
by $1.3 trillion in the first 
three months of this year 
due to declining stock and 
home values. Many are 
having trouble paying their 
bills on time. Consumer loan 
delinquencies hit a record-high 
in the first quarter due mainly 
to rising unemployment, the 
AmericanBankersAssociation 
said Tuesday. □

- What do Michael Jackson 
and Albert Einstein have in 
common...besides pure genius? 
Both their brains are in a glass 
jar—at least for the time being. 
The Los Angeles County 
Coroner’s Office says it’s 
holding onto a section of the 
late King of Pop’s brain as part 
of its investigation into how 
he died. Because toxicology 
tests take several weeks and 
are not yet complete, a coroner 
spokesman says pathologists 
need to wait for the organ 
to harden before they can 
conduct neuropathology tests 
to help determine what caused 
Jackson’s apparent cardiac 
arrest and subsequent death. 
Investigators have focused on 
the possibility that Jackson 
accidentally overdosed on 
a potent anesthetic, and a 
thorough examination of brain 
tissue might shed some light on 
what drugs were in his system. 
The coroner’s office has told 
Jackson relatives they have 
the option of burying Michael 
without the missing portion of 
his brain, or they can wait until 
tests are done and the tissue 



returned to its original place 
before finally laying him to 
rest. That could explain why 
relatives have yet to hold a 
burial service for the late pop 
star. The whereabouts of his 
remains are not known, having 
disappeared from public view 
following yesterday’s poignant 
public memorial; while, a 
family friend claimed Michael 
would be back at Forest Lawn 
Memorial Park, where a private 
funeral service was held earlier 
Tuesday, his body is not there, 
a source tells E! News. 
Jackson’s death certificate, 
signed by his sister La Toya, 
was also issued Tuesday, listing 
the cause of death as “deferred.”

White House among targets 
of sweeping cyber attack

WASHINGTON (AP) — The powerful attack 
that overwhelmed computers at U.S. and South 
Korean government agencies for days was even 
broader than initially realized, also targeting 
the White House, the Defense Department and 
the New York Stock Exchange. Other targets 
of the attack included the National Security 
Agency, Homeland Security Department, State 
Department, the Nasdaq stock market and 
The Washington Post, according to an early 
analysis of the malicious software used in the 
attacks. Many of the organizations appeared 
to successfully blunt the sustained computer 
assaults. The Associated Press obtained the 
target list from security experts analyzing the 
attacks. It was not immediately clear who might 
be responsible or what their motives were. 
South Korean intelligence officials believe the 
attacks were carried out by North Korea or pro- 
Pyongyang forces. 

The attack was remarkably successful in 
limiting public access to victim Web sites, but 
internal e-mail systems are typically unaffected 
in such attacks. Some government Web sites 
— such as the Treasury Department, Federal 
Trade Commission and Secret Service — were 
still reporting problems days after the attack 


started during the U.S. Independence Day July 
4 holiday. South Korean Internet sites began 
experiencing problems Tuesday. South Korea’s 
National Intelligence Service, the nation’s 
principal spy agency, told a group of South 
Korean lawmakers Wednesday it believes that 
North Korea or North Korean sympathizers in 
the South were behind the attacks, according 
to an aide to one of the lawmakers briefed on 
the information. The aide spoke on condition 
of anonymity, citing the sensitivity of the 
information. The National Intelligence Service 
— South Korea’s main spy agency — said it 
could not immediately confirm the report, 
but it said it was cooperating with American 
authorities. The attacks will be difficult to 
trace, said Professor Peter Sommer, an expert 
on cyberterrorism at the London School of 
Economics. “Even if you are right about the 
fact of being attacked, initial diagnoses are 
often wrong,” he said Wednesday. 

Amy Kudwa, spokeswoman for the Homeland 
Security Department, said the agency’s U.S. 
Computer Emergency Readiness Team issued a 
notice to federal departments and other partner 
organizations about the problems and “advised 
them of steps to take to help mitigate against 
such attacks.”

Mass, sues U.S. over 
definition of marriaoe

BOSTON (AP) 
Massachusetts, the first U.S. 
state to legalize gay marriage, 
sued the federal government 
Wednesday over a law that 
defines marriage as a union 
between a man and a woman. 
The federal Defense of 
Marriage Act interferes with 
the right of Massachusetts to 
define and regulate marriage 
as it sees fit, Massachusetts 
Attorney General Martha 
Coakley said. The 1996 law 
denies federal recognition 
of gay marriage and gives 
states the right to refuse to 
recognize same-sex marriages 
performed in other states. 

The lawsuit, filed in federal 
court in Boston, argues the act 
“constitutes an overreaching 
and discriminatory federal 
law.”

New York Stock Exchange 
spokesman Ray Pellecchia 
could not confirm the attack, 
saying the company does not 
comment on security issues.

A look at some known international cyber attacks in recent 
years: 

—In April, a former U.S. government official said that 
spies had hacked into the U.S. electric grid and left behind 
computer programs that would let them disrupt service, 
though it was not clear when the breach occurred. The 
official said the intrusion was “almost without a doubt” 
done by state sponsors. 

—In March, a Canadian research group concluded that 
hackers likely based in China stole sensitive information 
from thousands of hard drives worldwide and hacked into 
the computer system of the Dalai Fama, the spiritual leader 
of Tibet. China denied any involvement. 

— In March, U.S. Sen. Bill Nelson, D-Florida, said his 
office computers were hacked three times by “cyber¬ 
invaders thought to be inside China.” Nelson, a member 
of the Senate’s Intelligence, Armed Services and Finance 
committees, described one of the incidents as serious, 
but said he did not believe any sensitive information was 
stolen. 

— In 2008, Georgian government and corporate Web 
sites began to see “denial of service” attacks just ahead 
of the outbreak of war with Russia. The Kremlin denied 
involvement, but a group of independent Western computer 
experts traced domain names and Web site registration 
data to conclude that the Russian top security and military 
intelligence agencies were involved. 

— In 2007, alleged Russian hackers crippled government 
and corporate computer networks in Estonia for nearly 
three weeks following deadly riots that were sparked by the 
relocation of a Soviet war memorial. □

The Massachusetts lawsuit 
challenges the section of the 
federal law that creates a 
federal definition of marriage 
as “a legal union between 
one man and one woman as 
husband and wife.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — CIA 
Director Leon Panetta told 
Congress last month that senior 
CIA officials have concealed 
significant actions and misled 
lawmakers repeatedly since 
2001, the chairman and 
other members of the House 
Intelligence Committee said in 
letters revealed Wednesday. 
Exactly what actions Panetta 
disclosed to the House 


Intelligence Committee 
on June 24 is unclear, but 
committee chairman Silvestre 
Reyes said that the CIA 
outright lied in one case. 
“These notifications have 
led me to conclude that this 
committee has been misled, 
has not been provided full 
and complete notifications, 
and (in at least one case) was 
affirmatively lied to,” Reyes 
wrote in a letter Tuesday 
to Michigan Rep. Peter 


Hoekstra, the committee’s 
senior Republican. A copy of 
the letter was obtained by The 
Associated Press. 

Reyes said in the letter that he 
is considering opening a full 
investigation. 

Panetta brought the matters 
to the committee’s attention, 
CIA spokesman George Little 
said Wednesday. 

“It is not the policy or practice 
oftheCIAtomisleadCongress. 
This agency and this director 
believe it is vital to keep the 
Congress fully and currently 
informed. Director Panetta’s 
actions back that up,” Little 
said in a statement to the AP. 
“It was the CIA itself that 
took the initiative to notify the 
oversight committees.” 

Seven Democratic members 
of the House Intelligence 
Committee sent a letter to 
Panetta on June 26 asking that 
in light of his disclosure he 
revise a statement he made in 
May to CIA employees that it 
was not CIA policy or practice 
to mislead Congress. 

The cryptic letter and CIA 
statement came on the eve 
of a House debate on an 
intelligence bill. The debate is 


expected to revive a partisan 
argument that has raged on and 
off for months about whether 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
knew in the fall of 2002 about 
the CIA’s use of waterboarding 
weeks earlier. 

Waterboarding is an 
interrogation technique the 
CIA used on three prisoners 
in 2002 and 2003. It is a form 
of simulated drowning that 
President Barack Obama has 
called torture. 

Congressional aides expect 
much of the debate on the 
House intelligence bill to be 
diverted into a discussion of 
what Pelosi knew about the 
CIA’s harsh interrogation 
program and why, if she 
was briefed on it, she didn’t 
formally object to it. 

Pelosi told reporters in May 
she had not been informed that 
waterboarding had been used 
against terrorism suspects, 
even though it had been. 
When asked whether she was 
accusing the CIA of lying to 
her, she said, “Yes.” 

The CIA sent lawmakers a 
chart in May describing the 
40 congressional briefings 
it gave on the interrogation 


techniques. But that document 
was found to include several 
errors, leaving in question 
exactly what Pelosi was told. 
The Republicans seized on 
her accusation that the CIA 
misled Congress, contending 
that the California Democrat’s 
remarks have demoralized 
the intelligence community. 
House Republicans have 
repeatedly demanded that a 
bipartisan panel investigate 
her allegations. 

Rep. Rush Holt, one of the 
authors of the June 26 letter 
to Panetta, said the June 
revelation to the committee 
bolsters Pelosi’s case. 

“If people are saying, ‘Heaven 
forbid the speaker said the CIA 
deceived Congress’— anyone 
who has served any time 
on these committees and is 
straightforward will say, 4 Yes, 
of course,”’ Holt, a Democrat, 
told the AP. 

House Republicans oppose 
at least one provision in the 
intelligence authorization bill, 
and they have an unusual ally: 
the White House. 

Obama’s aides have said they 
will recommend he veto the 
bill if it includes a Democratic- 
written provision requiring 
the president to notify the 
intelligence committees in 
their entirety about covert 
CIA activities. 

Under current law, the 
president is only obligated 
to notify the top Democratic 
and Republican leaders of 
the House and Senate and 
the senior Democratic and 
Republican members on 
each chamber’s intelligence 
committee. 

Democrats want to open the 
briefings to all members of the 
House and Senate intelligence 
committees unless committee 
leaders agreed otherwise. 
That would be about 40 
lawmakers, depending on 
shifting membership rosters, 
instead of the eight required 
by law. 

They claim the Bush 
administration sought to 
undermine congressional 
oversight. However, the 
White House is concerned 
that briefing more lawmakers 
might compromise the most 
sensitive U.S. intelligence 
operations. □ 
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Ad exec arraigned in 
standoff, house burning

HARTFORD, Connecticut 
(AP) — An advertising 
executive taken from his 
burning home after holding 
his ex-wife hostage in a 13- 
hour standoff with police was 
arraigned Wednesday while 
lying in a Connecticut hospital 
emergency room. 

Richard Shenkman, 60, was 


shackled to his hospital bed, 
heavily sedated and surrounded 
by police, corrections officers 
and security guards as Judge 
Brad Ward set bond at $12.5 
million, defense attorney 
Hugh Keefe said. Shenkman 
is expected to be transferred to 
a prison Thursday and is due 
in court July 14. 

“He’s been fading in and out 
of consciousness,” Keefe said.

The bedside arraignment 
took place less than 24 hours 
after Shenkman allegedly 
kidnapped ex-wife Nancy 
Tyler and held her hostage in 
the suburban home they used 
to share in South Windsor.

Blagojevich aide pleads guilty in corruption case

CHICAGO (AP) — A former 
chief of staff to ousted Gov. 
Rod Blagojevich pleaded 
guilty Wednesday to taking 
part in a scheme to sell or trade 
President Barack Obama’s 
Senate seat and vowed to 
testify at the ex-governor’s 
corruption trial. 

John Harris, 47, admitted in 
his signed plea agreement 
that he repeatedly talked with 
Blagojevich about how the 
then-governor could turn his 
power to name a successor to 
Obama to his own financial 
advantage — such as trading 
it for a high-paying job. 
Harris’s defense attorney, 
Terry Eld, said he expects 
Blagojevich to go to trial 
on racketeering conspiracy 
charges and that his client 
would take the witness stand 
to outline what he knows 
about corruption in the 
administration. “I have never 


met a person who is going to 
be a better witness than John 
Harris is going to be,” Eld 
told reporters after his client 
pleaded guilty. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
attorney’s office, Randall 
Samborn, had no comment. 
Harris pleaded guilty before 
U.S. District Judge James B. 
Zagel to a single count of wire 
fraud for a November 2008 
phone conversation about 
appointing Obama adviser 
Valerie Jarrett to the seat 
being vacated by Obama’s 
election as president. 

In his plea agreement, Harris 
outlined a scheme under 
which Blagojevich would 
get a job as head of a union- 
sponsored organization, 
Change to Win, in exchange 
for giving Jarrett the Senate 
seat. Officials of the Service 
Employees International 
Union were to broker the 
scheme had it gone forward. 
It did not.Q

authorities said. 

Tyler eventually escaped with 
handcuffs dangling from one 
wrist, and Shenkman allegedly 
set the house ablaze before 
surrendering after midnight. 
Shenkman is charged with 
kidnapping, arson, reckless 
endangerment and the illegal 
discharge of a weapon. 

It was just one of many chaotic 
episodes in the history of a 
man described by authorities 
as a threatening, angry ex- 
husband. 

He already faced charges 
of setting fire to another 
Connecticut house in 2007 
rather than turn it over to 
Tyler. 

Court records say Shenkman 
frequently violated a 
protective order and repeatedly 
threatened Tyler’s life and his 
own, saying the only way they 
would become divorced was if 
one of them died. 

Voicemail messages, e-mails 


and handwritten notes in 
the divorce case file show 
Shenkman’s intense mental 
anguish. 

“I am totally broke. In money. 
Mind and spirit. All I have left 
is the ability to shout to the 
world what you and Nancy 
have done to me, her children 
and herself,” Shenkman wrote 
in a July, 2007 e-mail to 
Tyler’s attorney. 

At times, he used those 
messages to paint himself as 
a needy, groveling victim: “I 
need help praying. You and 
I could say a prayer together 
... Please call me, please call 
me, please call me. Please,” 
he begged in a voicemail to 
Tyler. 

Frequently, he alluded to 
suicide: “Nancy, I want to 
call you back and give you 
a location. You can call the 
police and have them go 
there and find me,” he said in 
another voicemail message.□

Angry protests rock Indian Kashmir

SRINAGAR, India (AP) 
— Troops in Indian Kashmir 
fired guns in the air and lobbed 
tear gas on Wednesday at 
mobs protesting the death of 
a man they say was abducted 
by security forces. There 
were no immediate reports of 
any casualties. 

The violence is the latest in a 
series of confrontations that 
periodically rock Kashmir,

where Muslim separatists 
have been fighting Indian 
rule for 20 years. 

Trouble started after the 
discovery of the mutilated 
body of Asrar Ahmed, 22, in 
a graveyard late Tuesday. His 
family identified Ahmed by 
the clothes on his body, his 
father Mushtaq Ahmed told 
The Associated Press. He 
gave no other details. 


Senior Superintendent of 
Police Afad-ul-Mujatada said 
Ahmed’s body had multiple 
injuries on the head. He said 
police are investigating the 
calls registered on his mobile 
phone. Ahmed had gone 
missing in Srinagar, the main 
city in Indian-controlled 
Kashmir, on Friday. Residents 
alleged that he had been taken 
into custody by security forces 
illegally. Mujatada denied he 
had been in police custody, 
adding that the body has been 
handed over to the family for 
the funeral, expected later 
Wednesday. 

As news of the body’s 
discovery spread, thousands 
of residents came out on the 
streets of Srinagar, hurling 
stones at security forces and 
setting at least one police 
vehicle on fire. Mujatada said 
two police were injured. 
Shops shut down hastily 
as security forces tried to 


beat back the protesters, 
firing above their heads and 
throwing tear gas. 

Thousands of people 
participated in the protests, 
which largely took place in the 
downtown areas of Maisuma 
and Lai Chowk. About 3,000 
students also demonstrated 
inside a local university, 
clashing with police who 
again fired tear gas. Several 
smaller protests took place in 
other parts of the city. 

Late last month, Indian 
security forces opened 
fire and lobbed tear gas to 
disperse hundreds of stone¬ 
throwing pro-independence 
demonstrators, killing four 
and injuring dozens in 
Baramullah town, 35 miles 
(55 kilometers) north of 
Srinagar. 

Also, at least two people were 
killed and more than 400 
injured in clashes during anti- 
India protests that erupted 


after the bodies of a 17-year- 
old girl and her 22-year-old 
sister-in-law were found in a 
shallow stream in late May. 
Residents of the area accused 
Indian soldiers of raping and 
killing the women. Authorities 
have not commented on the 
allegations. 

Anti-India sentiment runs 
deep in Kashmir, which is 
divided between India and 
Muslim-maj ority Pakistan 

and claimed in its entirety 
by both. The South Asian 
neighbors have fought two of 
three wars over the Himalayan 
region since independence 
from Britain in 1947. 
Separatist militants have been 
fighting since 1989 for the 
independence for India’s only 
Muslim-maj ority region from 
the Hindu-maj ority country 
or its merger with Pakistan. 
More than 68,000 people, 
mostly civilians, have been 
killed in the conflict.Q

city of Peshawar, which lies just next to the tribal areas. No one 
was killed in the attack except the bomber, police officer Qazi 
Jamil said.

U.S. drones launched 
two missile attacks on 
Taliban targets in the South 
Waziristan tribal region 
on Wednesday, killing at 
least 45 militants in the 
latest in a barrage of strikes 
close to the Afghan border, 
intelligence officials said. 
The army said the top Taliban 
commander in another area 
of the northwest, the scenic 
Swat Valley, was wounded 
in a Pakistani airstrike. It 
gave no more details. 

South Waziristan lies close 
to the Afghan border and is 
the stronghold of Pakistani 
Taliban leader Baitullah 
Mehsud. 

Pakistan’s military is also 
bombing and firing mortars 
at insurgent targets in the 
region, saying it is chipping 
away at Mehsud’s resistance 
before launching a ground 
offensive there to eliminate 
him. Mehsud is blamed 
for many of the bloodiest 
terrorist attacks in nuclear¬ 
armed Pakistan in recent 
years. 

The first strike took place 
before dawn. A suspected 
U.S. drone fired six missiles 


at a mountaintop training 
camp in the Karwan Manza 
area of South Waziristan, 
killing 10 militants, the 
intelligence officials said 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not 
authorized to speak to 
media. The nationalities and 
the identities of the slain 
men were not immediately 
kn own. 

Hours later, 12 miles (20 
kilometers) to the east, 
missiles believed fired from 
a U.S. drone hit four vehicles 
carrying Taliban militants, 
killing at least 35, including 
a key Taliban commander, 
one intelligence official 
said. He did not disclose the 
commander’s identity. 

Other intelligence officials 
put the death toll as high as 
50. 

Independent verification of 
the casualties and the target 
was not possible because the 
region is remote, dangerous 
and largely inaccessible to 
journalists. U.S. officials do 
not publicly comment on 
the strikes. 

The latest strike brings to 
six the number of suspected 
American missile attacks 
in South Waziristan in just 
over two weeks, an uptick 
that suggests Washington is 


also trying to kill or weaken 
Mehsud and his followers in 
the run-up to the Pakistani 
campaign. 

Despite the apparent 
convergence of interests, 
Pakistan’s army insists it is 
not coordinating with the 
U.S. It says the American 
missile attacks are hurting 
its attempts to kill or capture 
Mehsud because they 
alienate local tribesman 
they are trying to enlist in 
their campaign against him. 
The United States is 
believed to have launched 
more than 40 missile strikes 
against targets in the border 
area since last August that 
have killed several hundred 
people, according to a count 
by The Associated Press 
based on figures given by 
intelligence officials. 

The Pakistani government 
routinely protests the strikes 
as violation of the country’s 
sovereignty and has publicly 
asked the United States to 
give them the technology 
to launch their own attacks. 
But many analysts suspect 
the government — which 
has received billions of 
dollars a year from the 
United States in aid since 
2001 — secretly cooperates 
with them. 


Pakistan launched the Swat 
Valley offensive more 
than two months ago after 
militants led by Maulana 
Fazlullah violated the terms 
of a peace deal. It claims 
to have nearly cleared the 
valley of militants, killing 
more than 1,500. 

Army spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Athar Abbas said 
Wednesday that according 
to “credible information” 
Fazlullah was wounded in a 


recent airstrike. Fazlullah’s 
capture or killing would be 
a major symbolic victory 
for the army and give a 
psychological boost to local 
residents fearful that the 
Taliban could re-emerge 
in Swat. Abbas gave no 
more information about the 
circumstances involving 
Fazlullah’s wounding. A 
militant spokesman could 
not immediately be reached 
for comment.Q 
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U.S. other wealthy nations vow global warming cuts

L’AQUILA, Italy (AP) — 
Targeting global warming, 
President Barack Obama and 
other leaders of the world’s 
richest industrial countries 
pledged Wednesday to seek 
dramatic cuts in greenhouse 
gas emissions by 2050 to slow 
dangerous climate change. 
Setting a marker for success, 
they agreed for the first time 
that worldwide temperatures 
must not rise more than a few 
degrees. 

However, their goals are 
nonbinding, and it’s far 
from clear they will be met. 
The wealthy nations failed 
to persuade the leaders of 
big developing countries to 
promise to cut their own fast¬ 
spreading pollution, unable 
to overcome arguments that 
the well-established industrial 
giants aren’t doing enough in 
the short term. 

Obama and his counterparts 
from the other wealthy Group 
of Eight nations agreed that 
global temperatures should 
be kept from rising by more 
than 2 degrees Celsius, or 
3.6 degrees Fahrenheit, in the 
fight against weather changes 
caused by mankind. 

The results left some Western 


leaders cheering. British 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
called the group’s statement a 
“historic agreement.” German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel said 
it was “a clear step forward.” 
Environmental groups said 
the effort fell far short in its 
bid to cut carbon emissions 
that come mainly from energy 
production and that trap heat 
in the atmosphere. Still, 
climate change experts said 
the measure on trying to limit 
temperature increases — with 
agreement by both the G-8 
and a 17-member group of 
industrialized and developing 
nations meeting here this week 
— was an important step. 

An increase up to the limit 
the leaders set wouldn’t 
eliminate the risk of runaway 
climate change but would 
reduce it, experts said. Even 
a slight increase in average 
temperatures could wreak 
havoc on farmers around the 
globe, as seasons shift, crops 
fail and storms and droughts 
ravage fields. 

“After a long struggle, all of 
the G-8 nations have finally 
accepted the 2-degree goal,” 
said Merkel. 

The United States and other 
G-8 nations set a goal of 
reducing their greenhouse gas 
emissions by 80 percent or 


more by 2050. That’s part of 
a plan to have all such gases, 
from rich and poor nations 
alike, fall by 50 percent 
globally by that year. 

But developing countries 
feel the better-established 
nations aren’t doing enough 
in the shorter term. They also 
worry that major reduction 
commitments on their parts, 
even if below the 80 percent 
target of rich nations, would 
hamper economic growth in 
China, India, Mexico, Brazil 
and many other non G-8 
countries. 

As for the target for limiting 
global temperatures, a summit 
statement said it reflected a 
“broad scientific view.” 

Until now, however, the U.S. 
had resisted embracing the 
target because it implied a 
commitment to dramatically 
change the way the world 
generates electricity, fuels its 
cars and builds its houses. U.S. 
businesses and the broader 
national economy could suffer 
badly under strict pollution 
limits, many argue. 
Environmentalists welcomed 
the shift in U.S. policy but 
criticized the G-8’s failure to 
agree on more immediate goals 
for the industrial countries. The 
long-term ambition “is too far 
off to matter — poor people 
are being hit today,” said 
Antonio Hill, of the nonprofit 
Oxfam International. 

The G-8 leaders also addressed 
the global recession and agreed 
economic conditions are still 


too shaky to begin rolling back 
massive fiscal stimulus plans. 
A statement said leaders “note 
some signs of stabilization,” 
but it stressed the difficult 
outlook instead of counter¬ 
concerns over debt and high 
spending. 

The leaders did commit to 
preparing exit strategies 
from the “unprecedented and 
concerted action” that has been 
taken to boost growth through 
government spending, low 
interest rates and expansive 
monetary policy. Germany, 
worried about running up 
crippling debt, has pressed for 
spending restraint, but other 
major economies including 
Britain, Japan and the United 
States won’t rule out the need 
to pump in more money. 

The leaders gathered 
Wednesday in the earthquake- 
devastated central Italian city 
of L’Aquila, many arriving in 
electric cars and all welcomed 
by Italian host Premier Silvio 
Berlusconi. Over a long 
working dinner, they discussed 
world security issues ranging 
from Iran to North Korea. 
They emerged with a 
joint statement deploring 
government-backed violence 
and media restrictions in the 
aftermath of Iran’s disputed 
election last month. The 
condemnation and concern 
were a far cry from the calls by 
some for something tougher, 
such as sanctions against 
Tehran or other action. In the 
face of Russian opposition,

the Iran issue didn’t even rate 
a statement separate from the 
other security issues, as had 
been expected. 

Nonetheless, the Obama team 
and other leaders portrayed 
the statement as a victory in 
its unanimity. “I think it’s a 
strong statement and it reflects 
a real sense of urgency,” said 
Williams Burns, Obama’s 
undersecretary of state for 
political affairs. 

Obama also announced at 
the dinner that he will host a 
nuclear security summit early 
next March in Washington. 
Around two dozen nations 
are expected to attend, to 
focus on nuclear terrorism, the 
black markets trade in nuclear 
materials and the detection 
and interception of materials 
in transit, said Obama adviser 
Mark Lippert. 

The abrupt return home from 
Italy of Chinese President 
Hu Jintao after ethnic 
tensions soared in China’s 
western Xingjiang territory 
could weaken trust-building 
discussions on making further 
progress on climate change. He 
did leave a national delegation 
behind. 

China is among five developing 
market economies — along 
with Brazil, India, Mexico 
and South Africa — that are 
participating in the summit for 
the fifth straight year, joining 
the talks on Thursday to 
discuss aid and development. 
Also joining are nine African 
nations. □

Troops flood streets after riots in western China

URUMQI, China (AP) 
— Thousands of Chinese 
troops flooded into this city 
Wednesday to separate feuding 
ethnic groups after three days 
of communal violence left 
156 people dead, and a senior 
Communist Party official 
vowed to execute those guilty 
of murder in the rioting in 
western China. 

Long convoys of armored cars 
and green troop trucks with 
riot police rumbled through 
Urumqi, a city of 2.3 million 
people. Other security forces 
carrying automatic rifles with 
bayonets formed cordons to 
defend Muslim neighborhoods 
from marauding groups of 
vigilantes with sticks. 

Military helicopters buzzed 
over Xinjiang’s regional 
capital, dropping pamphlets 
urging people to stay in their 
homes and stop fighting. 
Special police from other 
provinces were called in to 
patrol the city. 

The crisis was so severe that 
President Hu Jintao cut short 
a trip to Italy, where he was 
to participate in a Group 
of Eight summit. It was an 
embarrassing move for a leader 
who wants to show that China 
has a harmonious society as it 
prepares to celebrate the 60th 
anniversary of Communist 
rule. 

The heightened security 
came amid the worst spasm 
of ethnic violence in decades 
in Xinjiang — a sprawling, 
oil-rich territory that borders 
Pakistan, Afghanistan and 
other Central Asian countries. 
The region is home to the 
Uighur ethnic minority, who 
rioted Sunday and attacked the 
Han Chinese — the nation’s 
biggest ethnic group — after 
holding a protest that was 
ended by police. 

Officials have said 156 people 
were killed as the Turkic¬ 
speaking Uighurs ran amok in 
the city, beating and stabbing 
the Han Chinese. The Uighurs 
allege that trigger-happy 
security forces gunned down 
many of the protesters, and 
officials have yet to give an 
ethnic breakdown of those 
killed. 

More than 1,100 people were 
wounded in the violence. 


Dr. Yuan Hong of Urumqi 
People’s Hospital said most 
of the people treated at his 
facility were clubbed, while 
others had been cut by knives. 
Li Zhi, the highest-ranking 
Communist Party official 
in Urumqi, told reporters 
that some of the rioters were 
university students who were 
misled and didn’t understand 
what they were doing. They 
would be treated leniently, he 
said, as long as they weren’t 
involved in serious acts of 
violence and vandalism. 

But Li added: “To those 
who committed crimes with 
cruel means, we will execute 
them.” 

He also repeated allegations 
that the riot was whipped 
up by U.S.-exiled Uighur 
activist Rebiya Kadeer and 
her overseas supporters. 
“They’re afraid to see our 
economic prosperity. They’re 
afraid to see our ethnic unity 
and the people living a stable, 
prosperous life,” he said. 
Kadeer has denied 
masterminding the violence, 
and many Uighurs laughed 
off the notion that they were 
puppets of groups abroad. 
“Not even a 3-year-old would 
believe that Rebiya stirred 
this up. It’s ridiculous,” 
said a shopkeeper who only 
identified himself as Ahmet. 
Like other Uighurs, he 
declined to give his full name 
because he feared the police 
would detain him. 

Ahmet was quick to rattle 
off a long list of grievances 
commonly mentioned by 
Uighurs. He accused the Han 
Chinese of discrimination 
and alleged that government 
policies were forcing them 
to abandon their culture, 
language and Islamic faith. 
“After all this rioting, I’m still 
filled with hatred. I’m not 
afraid of the Han Chinese,” 
Ahmet said. 

His neighborhood in southern 
Urumqi was targeted by mobs 
of Han Chinese who roamed 
the capital Tuesday seeking 
revenge. Ahmet’s friends had 
video shot by mobile phones 
and cameras that showed 
the stick-wielding Han men 
beating Uighurs. He pointed 
to blood stains on a white 
concrete apartment wall, 
where he said a Uighur was 


severely stabbed. 

A Uighur college student who 
called herself Parizat added, 
“The men were carrying a 
Chinese flag. I never thought 
something like this would 
happen. We’re all Chinese 
citizens.” 

The Uighurs accused 

paramilitary police of 
allowing the Han Chinese to 
attack their neighbors. But in 
the video, the troops appeared 
to be trying to block or restrain 
the mobs. 

On Wednesday, the 

government warned residents 
against carrying weapons on 
the street, and most people 
generally complied. But there 
were groups of Han Chinese 
who tried to find soft spots in 
police cordons and rush into 
Uighur neighborhoods. 

One such failed attempt sent 
a wave of terror and panic 
through the biggest Uighur 
neighborhood, Er Dao Qiao. 
When someone yelled, “The 
Han are coming!” children 
scampered indoors and 
women ran shrieking through 
a backstreet market with carts 
of watermelons, shops selling 
cold soft drinks and smoky 
grills with sizzling lamb 
kebabs. 

Within seconds, the men 
armed themselves with spears 
stashed behind doors and 
under market stands. The 


weapons were long poles with 
knives and meat cleavers tied 
to the ends. Piles of rocks 
were stacked across the street 
for ammunition. 

One Uighur graduate student 
who called himself Memet 
greeted a foreign reporter in

English by saying, “Welcome 
to the jungle!” 

“I think the Uighur people 
lately are kind of happy. You 
can see it in their eyes, a bit of 
happiness. We’ve spoken up. 
People know we exist now,” 
he said. □

Aaron Peirsol reclaims 100 back world mark 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Aaron Peirsol 
reclaimed his world record in the 100-meter 
backstroke at the U.S. championships on 
Wednesday. 

The Olympic champion trailed Matt 
Grevers at 50 meters, then poured it on to 
win in 51.94 seconds, becoming the first 
person ever to swim under 52 seconds in 
the event. 

Peirsol’s previous mark of 52.54 set at the 
Beijing Olympics was broken by Spain’s 
Aschwin Wildeboer Faber on July 1. Faber 
swam 52.38 on the backstroke leg of the 400 
medley relay at the Mediterranean Games. 
Grevers, the Olympic silver medalist, 
finished second in 53.11, giving himself 


another crack at taking down Peirsol in 
Rome at the world championships this 
month. 

It was the sixth time Peirsol has lowered 
the world record in the 100 back, an event 
he has dominated for most of the decade. 
Peirsol took back the world record wearing 
an Arena X-Glide, one of the newer suits 
approved by FINA. He donned the version 
that covers his legs. 

“I feel like if I would have worn another 
suit, I probably would have broken the 
world record anyway tonight by the way 
I was feeling,” he said. “That’s one race 
that’s coming a little easier for me, and 
tonight I just felt really good.’Q 


WADA head urges 
MIB to adopt its code

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
president of the World Anti- 
Doping Agency urged Major 
League Baseball to adopt 
its code, which includes a 
two-year suspension for an 
athlete’s first positive test. 
MLB and the players’ 
association have toughened 
their drug rules three times 
since their initial agreement 
in August 2002, and MLB 
executive vice president for 
labor relations Rob Manfred 
quickly dismissed criticism 
by WADA president John 
Fahey, calling him “sadly 
misinformed.” The policy 
calls for 50-game suspensions 
for first offenses, 100-game 
penalties for second offenses 
and lifetime bans for third 
violations. WADA specifies 
a lifetime ban for a second 
offense. “MLB, the players 
and all those involved in 
the league need to clearly 
demonstrate that they are 
committed to ridding their 
sport from doping,” Fahey 
said in a statement on 
Wednesday. “With recent 
cases, investigations and 
revelations, including in 


recently published books, the 
evidence is indisputable that 
doping remains an entrenched 
issue in baseball.” Three-time 
most valuable player Alex 
Rodriguez said in February 
he used steroids from 2001- 
03 while with Texas. He made 
the admission following a 
Sports Illustrated report he 
tested positive during MLB’s 


anonymous 2003 survey 
test, which didn’t carry any 
penalties. 

Los Angeles Dodgers 
outfielder Manny Ramirez 
returned last Friday from a 
50-game suspension that was 
based on evidence he used 
the banned human chorionic 
gonadotropin, a fertility drug.

Fahey said MLB’s drug rules, adopted last year, didn’t go 
as far as recommendations made in late 2007 by former 
senator George Mitchell, a Boston Red Sox director hired 
by commissioner Bud Selig to report on performance¬ 
enhancing drugs in MLB. 

“Unfortunately, while a number of incremental improvements 
were introduced in the MLB anti-doping program following 
the release of the Mitchell Report in 2007, these elements 
fall far short of the universally accepted standards of the 
world anti-doping code,” Fahey said. “If they have nothing 
to hide, why don’t the MLB and the MLBPA join the rest of 
the world under the umbrella of the code?” 

Selig and union head Donald Fehr have repeatedly said they 
are satisfied with the league’s drug rules. 

“It is absurd to suggest that ‘recently published books’ — 
which allege steroid use that occurred years ago — have 
any relevance to our current program,” Manfred said. “As 
demonstrated by recent events, when a player tests positive, 
the penalty is public and severe.” 

Manfred said MLB’s rules are appropriate for a unionized 
professional sport. 

“A first-time offender misses 50 competitive events. Even 
with a two-year ban, no Olympic athlete misses that many 
competitive events,” he said. “There is a reason why no 
major professional sport operates under the umbrella of the 
World Anti-Doping Agency. This reason is that officials like 
Mr. Fahey fail to appreciate that professional sports operate 
in a very different legal and competitive environment than 
do Olympic sports.’Q

A la marcha, organizada por 
la mayor central de sindicatos 
de trabaj adores de Pern (la 
CGTP), se sumo el paro de 
maestros y transportistas que 
fue acatado de forma parcial 
en la mayoria de regiones, 
aunque en el sur se sintio con 
mayor fuerza. 


Tambien pararon algunas 
organizaciones de indigenas 
que habian comenzado el 
martes una protesta de tres dias 
con bloqueos en el interior del 
pais. 

El paro de transportistas 
continuara hasta el jueves. 

Las manifestaciones son 
parte de una ola de protestas 
contra el Gobiemo, que segun 
la Defensoria del Pueblo, 
sumaron 226 “conflictos 
sociales activos” hasta fines 
de junio. 

“Decimos que no basta un 
cambio de gabinete, decimos 
que necesitamos un cambio 
de regimen, un nuevo modelo 
economico, una nueva 
democraciamasparticipativa”, 
afirmo un energico Humala 
ante cientos de seguidores en 
la Plaza 2 de Mayo de Lima. 
“Por eso, a partir de 2011, 
de la mano con todos los 
movimientos sociales, de 
la mano con las fuerzas de 
izquierda, de la mano con 
los pueblos amazonicos, 
con los pueblos originarios, 
llegaremos al poder”, dijo el 
lider izquierdista. 

El presidente Garcia ha

Economia y Finanzas, Luis 
Carranza. 

Garcia, quien en su primer 
Gobiemo entre 1985 y 1990 
intento estatizar la banca, 
se ha convertido en un gran 
promotor de la inversion 
privada y se ha enfrascado en 
forjar para el pais la firma de 
pactos de fibre mercado. 

Pern registro el ano pasado un 
crecimiento de 9,8 por ciento, 
una de las mas altas del mundo, 


pero para el 2009 ha revisado 
su meta a 3 por ciento por la 
crisis mundial. 

En Lima se registraron algunos 
bloqueos de carreteras que 
dificultaron el transporte de 
pocos vehiculos que salieron 
a trabaj ar, lo que retraso la 
asistencia a centros laborales.

Alcalde opositor levanta huelga hambre contra Gobierno Venezuela 


CARACAS (Reuters) - El opositor alcalde 
del distrito metropolitano de Caracas, Antonio 
Ledezma, levanto el miercoles una huelga de 
hambre que mantuvopor cinco dias, al considerar 
que habia conseguido las reivindicaciones que 
solicitaba frente al Gobiemo del presidente 
venezolano, Hugo Chavez. 

Ledezma, y varios funcionarios que se habian 
sumado a su huelga dejaron la sede de la 
Organizacion de Estados Americanos (OEA) 
en Caracas -donde se realizo la protesta- en 
ambulancia con deteriorado estado de salud, 
segun su esposa. 

El funcionario pedia a la OEA examinar el 
estado de la democracia en el pais porque el 
Poder Ejecutivo ha quitado competencias a 
las alcaldias y gobernaciones que quedaron 
en manos de la oposicion en las elecciones de 
noviembre, e incluso que no le ha transferido el 
dinero para pagar sueldos. 

“Hasta este momento no habiamos sido 
escuchados (...) no se habian escuchado 
delegaciones que habian ido en anteriores 
oportunidades”, dijo la esposa del funcionario, 
Mitzi de Ledezma, asegurando que el secretario 
general de la OEA, Jose Miguel Insulza, 
accedio a recibir proximamente una delegacion 
de parlamentarios, alcaldes y gobemadores 
criticos de Chavez. 

La oposicion se quejo de que Chavez defendiera 


al depuesto presidente de Honduras, Manuel 
Zelaya, mientras socava la autoridad regional 
en su pais y de que la OEA lo escuche sin 
examinar su gestion. “Es un logro gigantesco 
y enorme en aras de nosotros tener el chance 
y la oportunidad frente a la Organizacion de 
Estados Americanos de ser escuchados en las 
necesidades que tenemos (...) de preservar lo 
que nos queda de democracia”, agrego. 

La fragmentada oposicion venezolana se unio 
para apoyar a Ledezma, que tambien logro que 
el Gobierno del Distrito Capital le transfiriera 
el equivalente a 111.800 dolares para pagar 
dos meses vencidos de nomina, mientras los 
“chavistas” lo acusaban de ser un vago y de 
comer clandestinamente. 

Los partidarios de Ledezma aseguraron que los 
medicos le pedian al alcalde levantar la huelga 
temiendo que sufriera danos permanentes a su 
salud. 

Mientras tanto, el Ministerio del Trabajo 
ordeno reintegrar a mas de 2.000 trabaj adores 
a la Alcaldia Metropolitana, con pago de 
salarios caidos desde enero, alegando despidos 
irregulares. 

El Gobierno de Chavez ha quitado competencias 
de salud, educacion y deportes al 20 por ciento 
de los cargos de eleccion regional que quedaron 
en manos de sus adversarios en elecciones en 
noviembre. □
